inurder happened in the dead of night 
vnd tho victim was decoyed out of the 
house to meet his death. 


A dull vritted farmhand had been 


discharged by the dead man, and.was 
hen working in Chicago. 
This fellow 


vas promptly placed under arrest 
A 


iawn ticket for a revolver was found in 
us pocket. It was a cheap weapon, and 
very little significance was attached to 
ho fact that the man should have own- 
el it and pawned it at that particular 
ime. He gave a reasonable account of 
lis movements on tho night of the 
;rime, and tho murdered man's wife 
vas firm in her protestations that she 
lad not seen him for weeks. 


During the inquest, however, tho de- 


tectives observed that the bullet which 
came out, of the dead man's heart was 
marked in a peculiar way. 
It had 


scratches cm one side, as though there 
were defects iu the pistol from which it 
was fired. Examination of the revolver 
'crand in the pawnshop showed two 
spots of rust in the chamber near the 
muzzle. Tho detectives fired the weapon 
three times iuto a barrel of water, and 
tho balls were marked exactly like the 
bullet that killed tho farmer. 
A num- 


ber of other pistols of the same make 
nnd caliber wero obtained and subject- 
ed to the same test, but iiono of tho oth- 
er bullets was marked iu the same 
manner as those from tho farmhand's 
pistol. 
It appeared, therefore, that the 


latter weapon had been used in killing 
the man, bnt, while tho detective skill 
that discovered this damaging fact was 
loudly extolled, shrewd lawyers got 
hold of tho case for < ho defense and suc- 
ceded in getting the man acqiiitted.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

A method of preventing tho noise 


made by trains when passing over iron 
bridges has baon devised by a German 
engineer named Bocdecker, locality not 
stated. Ho puts a decking of 1}£ inch 
planks between the cross girders, resting 
on three iuch timbers laid on thebottonf 
flanges, vi'hilo on tho planks a double 
layer of felt is placed, fixed to the ver- 
tical web of the cross girder. At the 
connections with the girder n timber 
cover joint is put on felt, and two hook- 
eel bolts connect the v\-holo firmly to the 
bottom flar.go. Four inches of slag gravel 
cover tho docking, which is inclined to- 
ward tho center of the bridge for drain- 
age purposes, and a layer of felt is laid 
between the planks and the timbers upon 
which they rest, nnd the ironwork' ii^ 
uout act-with decking and ballast is as- 
phalted. Tho decking weighs 600 pounds 
per yard for a bridge 11 feet wide and 
costs 23 cents a square foot.
